A fo'w lacjlonts la aa Eventful Life. 

At '.1 o'clock on Friday evening death 
laimed another pi.iiiccr of this province 
n the person of Mr. Audrew Laing, tho 
well-known shipbuilder of this city. Born 

in the city of St. .Xiulri'W.i, Scotland, the 
year after Waterloo, he was early in life 
ppienticed to the sliipearpeiitcriug busi- 
ness, and while yet young married and 
became the father of tivo children, three 
boys and two girls. .Vbotit the year '411 m- 
'30 he sliipiicd as carpenter on boan.i a 
vessel bound for .Austridia ; and after 
claying awhile at Melbourne, then a 
young city, proceeded to San Francisco 
ill ol with his old captain, named Rootioy, 
Tiie following year Capt. Rooney fitted 
out a schooner called the Susan Sturgesa 
for a trading and prospecting voyage to 
Queen Charlotte Island. The first trip 
was a successful one so far as trading for 
halibut was concerned, and Capt. Laing 
and two or lhriH> tithern were loft on the 
islaml while the schooner went back to 
San Francisco and returned with another 
stock of goods for trading purposes. The 
whole party were again o;i board and 
while near Masset , close in shore and be- 
calmed, I he eiipidiiy of a powerful band 
o! Hydali Indians being aiouseil, a liirge 
northern war c iiioe «aa niiuuied and the 
Indians, liO or 70 in number, stealthily 
paddled alongside the schooner. As the 
gunwale of their canoe was almost on a 
level with t'lo deck of tiie schooner tho 
savages a warmed over the sides, seized 
ami bound tho men on deck and captured 
those that were below as thoy came up 
the coinpaiiioii ladder, thus securing the 
whole party, some thirteen in number. 
They threw a fair-sized cannon which tho 
achooiior carried overboard, took ashore 
a la"rge lot of plunder, and broke open an 
iron safe and secured JloOO in .\mericaii 
gold coin, .\fter liinding prisoiit:rs and 
booty and stripiiiiig the vessel they set 
her on fire, the captain and crow wit 
ne-taiug the destruction of thuir stoui 
Ittle craft. The ill-faterl voyagers were 
not otherwise ill-treated, and after about 
sLt weeks' captivity some half ilozeii of 
the ineii, among whipin were the decensed 
.\ndrow Laiiig ami t,"a|ilain Rooney, were 
taken over to Fort .Siiii|)soii, then in 
charge nf the late Caj.t. .McNeil with iMr. 
John Wark as chief elerk. Here they 
were ransomed, the 11 . H. Co. paying ten 
blankets and a gun, eipiivaloiu to 1-10 
martin skins for each man. The liitlians 
wanted a higber ransom for the rest and 
they were only released after some ditli- 
culty. About Chrisf^ntas, 'u2, the whole 
crow were sent down to Fori \'ictoria in 
tho steamer Beaver, tluui coniinanded by 
the late Capt, Dodd, With the (.•.':ceptloii 
ol the deceased they all went back to San 
Francisco, and Capt. Roinioy was after- 
wards twice taken [iriaouer by tho Catlirs 
on tho coast of Africa. H. i\I. .S. Virago, 
Capt., aflerwardi Adminil Prevost, wa.H 
then on tho coast and he proceeded to 
Masset to chastize the Hydalis foi llioir 
daring and successful capture; but ihe 
siwashos having had timely warning of 
the warship's approach, fled to hidini; 
places in the interior with their booty and 
left only women and children in iheii 
r.iuoheria. The policy of the 11. li. Co 
being one of concilatiun no further pun 
ishmont w.as inflicted upnii them. Mr. 
Laing engaged with tho II. B. Co. and 
had charge of their saw mill at Albert 
Head till it was burned down in '64. Qe 
afterwards came back to the Fort and 
built the old hoiiao yet st;inding near Ihe 
Driard on tho C(jriuu' of View and Broad 
streets. He thou sent for his wife and 
family and occupied that houae till '69 
where the shipyard was oslablished when 
for 2;i years ho has been carrying on 
business. Mr. Laing has fur tho past 9 
years been a widower. His eldoRt son 
went to .Vuatralia and died in Queenaland 
in oil. The funeral which will take 
place to-morrow will bo conducted by the 
Masonic fraternity, deceased having boon 
a much respected member of Victoria- 
Columbia L<idgo from its esiablishiiient.
